FROM  the  inception  of  the  rebellion,  the  gen- 
uine Union  sentiment  of  the  State  of  Ken- 
tucky has  fouud  but  little  expression,  either  iu 
tbe  addresses  of  the  prominent  politicians  or  in 
the  press.

In  a 
word,  we  wish  to  teach  that  it  is  the  paramount 
duty  of  the  Government  to  preserve  tho  Union 
by  all  the  means  recognized  by  civilized  warfare. 
Rejoicing  at  every  triumph  of  our  arms,  we  de- 
sire to  affiliate  with  those  truo  Union  men  every- 
where, who  hope  for,  and  look  to  the  nation’s 
success  in  the  field — not  to  its  defeat  as  the 
surest  means  of  securing  a lasting  and  honorable 
peace.

[PUBLIC— No.  56.] 

AN  ACT  fixing  certain  rules  and  regulations  for 
proventing  collisions  on  the  wator. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Douse  of  Iiejrr^ 
sentatives  of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Con- 
fess assembled , That  from  and  after  September 
one,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-four,  tho  follow- 
ing rules  and  regulations  for  preventing  collisions 
on  the  water  be  adopted  in  the  navy  and  the  mer- 
cantile marine  of  the  United  States : Provided, 
That  the  exhibition  of  any  light  on  board  of  a 
vessel  of-war  of  the  United  States  may  bo  sus- 
pended whenever,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Secretary 
of  ihe  Navy , the  commander  in  chief  of  a squad- 
ron, or  tho  commander  of  a vessel  acting  singly, 
tho  special  character  of  tho  service  may  require  .1.

PRELIMINARY. 

Article  1.  In  the  following  rules  every  steam- 
ship, which  is  uuder  sail,  and  not  under  steam, 
s to  y«:  considered  a sailing  ship;  and  every 
steamship  which  is  under  steam,  whether  under 
sail  oi  not,  is  to  he  considered  a ship  under  steam. 
RULES  CONCERNING  LIGHTS. 

Lights. 

Article  2.  The  lights  mentioned  in  the  follow- 
ing articles,  and  no  other,  shall  be  carried  in  all 
weathers  between  sunset  and  sunrise. 

Lights  for  Steamships. 

Article  3.  All  steam  vessels  when  uuder  way 
shall  carry 

(a)  At  the  foremast  head,  a bright  white  light, 
so  fixed  as  to  show  an  uniform  and  unbroken 
light  over  an  arc  of  the  horizon  of  twenty  points 
of  the  compas?,  so  fixed  as  to  throw  the  light  tea 
points  on  each  side  of  the  ship,  viz  : from  right 
ahead  to  two  points  abaft  the  beam  on  either 
-ide,  and  of  such  a character  as  to  be  visible  on  a 
dark  night,  with  a clear  atmosphere,  at  a distance 
of  at  least  five  miles. 

(b)  On  the  starbord  side,  a green  light,  so  con- 
structed as  to  throw  an  uniform  and  unbroken 
light  over  an  arcof  the  horizon  of  ten  points  of  the 
compass,  so  fixed  as  to  throw  the  light  from  right 
ahead  to  two  points  abaft  tho  beam  on  the  star- 
board side,  and  of  such  a character  as  to  be  wsi- 
ble  ou  a dark  night,  with  a clear  atmosphere,  at 
a distance  ut  at  least  two  miles. 

(c)  On  the  port  side,  a red  light,  so  constructed 
as  to  show  an  uniform  unbroken  light  over  on  arc 
of  the  horizon  of  ten  points  of  the  compass,  so 
fixed  as  to  throw  tho  light  from  right  ahead  to 
two  pointsabaft  tho  beam  on  the  port  side,  and  of 
such  a character  as  to  be  visible  on  a dark  night, 
with  a clear  atmosphere,  at  a distance  of  at  least 
two  miles. 

Jd)  The  ?aid  green  and  red  side  lights  shall  be 
fitted  with  inboard  screens  projecting  at  least 
three  feet  forward  from  the  light,  so  as  to  prevent 
these  lights  from  being  seen  aeross  the  bow. 
mLights  for  Steam  Tugs. 

Article  4.  Steamships,  when  towing  other  ships, 
shall  carry  two  bright  white  masthead  lights  ver- 
tically, in  addition  to  their  sido  lights,  so  as  to 
distinguish  them  from  other  steamships.  Each 
of  these  masthead  lights  shall  be  of  the  same  con- 
struction and  character  as  tho  masthead  lights 
which  other  steamships  aro  required  to  carry. 

Lights  for  Sailing  Ships. 

Article  5.  Sailing  ships  under  way  or  being 
towed  shall  carry  the  same  lights  as  steamships 
under  way,  with  the  exception  of  the  white  mast- 
head lightB,  which  they  shall  never  carry. 

Exceptional  Lights  for  Small  Sailing  Vessels. 

Article  6.  Whenever,  as  in  the  case  of  small  ves- 
sels during  bad  weather,  the  green  und  red  lights 
cannot  be  fixed,  these  lights  shall  be  kept  on  deck, 
on  their  respective  sides  of  the  vessel,  ready  for 
instant  exhibition,  and  shall,  on  *he  approach  of 
or  to  other  vessels,  be  exhibited  on  their  respec- 
tive sides  in  sufficient  time  to  prevent  collision,  in 
such  manner  as  to  make  them  mos:  visible,  and 
so  that  the  green  light  shall  not  bo  seen  on  tbe 
port  side,  nor  ttie  red  light  on  tbe  starboard  side. 

To  make  the  use  of  these  portable  lights  more 
certaiu  and  easy,  they  shall  each  be  painted  out- 
side with  the  color  ol  the  light  they  respectively 
contain,  and  shall  be  provided  with  suitable 
screens 

« Lights  for  Ships  at  Anchor. 

Article  7.  Ships,  whether  steamships  or  sailing 
ships,  when  at  anchor  in  roadsteads  or  fairways, 
'hull,  between  sunset  and  sunrise,  exhibit  where 
it  can  best  be  seen,  but  at  a height  not  exceeding 
twenty  feet  above  the  hull,  a white  light  in  a 
globular  lautern  of  eight  inches  in  diameter,  and 
so  constructed  as  to  show  a clear,  uniform  and  un- 
broken light  visible  all  around  the  horizon,  and 
at  a distance  of  at  least  one  mile. 

Lights  for  Pilot  Vessels. 

Article  8.  Sailing  pilot  vessels  shall  not  carry 
the  lights  required  for  other  sailing  vessels,  but 
shall  carry  a white  light  at  the  masthead,  visible 
all  round  the  horizon,  and  shall  also  exhibit  a 
fiare-up  light  every  fifteen  minutes. 

Lights  for  Ptshing  Vessels  and  Boats. 

Article  9.  Open  fishing  boats  and  other  open 
boats  shall  not  be  required  to  carry  sidelights  re- 
quired lor  other  vossels,  but  shall,  if  they  do  not 
carry  such  lights,  carry  a lantern  having  a green 
slide  on  the  one  side  and  a red  slide  on  (he  other 
side,  and  ou  the  npproach  of  or  to  other  vessels, 
such  lantern  shall  be  exhibited  in  sufficient  time 
to  prevent  collision,  so  that  the  green  light  shall 
not  be  seen  on  tho  port  side,  nor  the  red  light  on 
the  starboard  side.  Fishing  vessels  and  open 
boats  when  at  anchor,  or  attached  to  their  nets 
and  stationary,  shall  exhibit  a bright  white  light. 
Fishing  vessels  and  open  boats  shall,  however,  not 
be  prevented  from  using  a flare-up  in  addition,  il 
considered  expedient. 

RULES  GOVERNING  FOG-SIGNALS. 

Fog -Signals. 

Article  10.  Whenever  there  is  a fog,  whether  by 
day  or  night,  the  fog  signals  described  below  shall 
be  carried  and  used,  and  shall  be  sounded  at  least 
every  five  minutes,  viz: 

(a)  Steamships  under  way  shall  use  a steam- 
whistle  placed  before  the  funnel,  not  less  than 
eight  feet  from  the  deck. 

( b ) Sailing  ships  under  way  shall  use  a fog- 
horn. 

(c)  Steamships  and  sailing  ships  when  not  under 
way  shall  use  a bell. 

STEERING  AND  SAILING  RULES. 

Two  Sailing  Vessels  Meeting. 

Article  11.  If  two  sailing  ships  are  meetingend 
on,  or  nearly  end  on,  so  as  to  involve  risk  of  col- 
lision, the  helms  of  both  shall  bo  put  to  port,  so 
that  each  may  pass  on  the  port  side  of  the  other. 


Two  Sailing  Ships  Crossing. 

Art.  12.  When  two  sailing  ships  are  crossingso  as 
to  involve  risk  of  collision,  then,  if  they  have  the 
wind  on  different  sides,  the  ship  with  tho  wind  on 
the  port  side  shall  keep  ©ut  the  way  of  the  ship 
with  the  wind  on  the  starboard  side,  except  in  the 
case  in  which  the  ship  with  tho  wind  on  the  port 
side  is  close-hauled,  and  the  other  ship  free,  in 
which  case  the  latter  ship  shall  keep  out  of  the 
way.  But  if  they  have  the  wind  on  thesamesido, 
or  if  ono  of  them  has  the  wind  aft,  the  ship  which 
is  to  windward  shall  keep  out  of  tho  way  of  the 
ship  which  is  to  leeward. 

Two  Ships  under  Steam  Meeting. 

Article  13.  If  two  «hips  under  9team  are  meet 
ing  end  on,  or  nearly  end  on,  so  as  to  involve  risk 
of  collision,  the  helms  of  both  i>hall  be  put  to 
port,  so  that  each  may  pass  on  the  port  side  of  the 
other. 

Two  Ships  under  Steam  Crossing. 

Article  14.  If  two  ships  under  steam  are  cross- 
ing so  as  to  involve  risk  of  collision,  the  ship  which 
has  the  other  on  her  own  starboard  side  shall  keep 
out  of  the  way  of  the  other. 

Sailing  Ship  and  Ship  under  Steam. 

Article  15.  If  two  ships,  one  of  which  is  a sail- 
ing ship  and  the  othor  & steamship,  aro  proceed- 
ing in  such  directions  as  to  involve  risk  of  collis- 
ion, the  steamship  shall  keep  out  of  the  way  of 
the  sailing  ship. 

Ships  under  Nfepr/i  to  Slacken  Speed. 

Article  16.  Every  steamship,  when  approaching 
another  ship  so  as  to  involve  risk  of  collision, 
shall  slacken  her  speed,  or,  if  necessary,  stop  and 
reverse;  and  every  steamship  shall,  when  in  a fog, 
go  at  a moderate  speed. 

Vessels  Overtaking  other  Vessels. 

Article  17.  Every  vessel  overtaking  any  other 
vessel  shall  keep  out  of  the  way  of  the  last-men- 
tioned vessel. 

Construction  of  Articltn  12,  14,  15,  and  17. 
Article  18.  Where,  by  the  ubovo  rules,  ono  of 
two  ships  is  to  keep  out  of  the  way,  the  other 
shall  keep  her  course  subject  to  the  qualifications 
contained  in  the  following  article: 

Proviso  to  Save  Special  Cases. 

Arliclo  19.  In  obeying  and  construiug  those 
rules  due  regard  must  be  had  to  all  dangers  of 
navigation,  and  duo  regard  must  also  be  had  to 
any  special  circumstances  which  muy  exist  in  any 
.particular  case,  rendering  a departure  from  the 
above  rules  necessary  in  order  to  avoid  immediate 
danger. 

No  Ship  Under  any  Circumstances  to  Neglect  Proper 
Precautions . 

Article  20.  Nothing  in  thc.-e  rules  shall  exon 
crate  any  ship,  or  the  corner,  or  master,  or  crew 
thereof,  from  the  consequences  of  any  neglect  to 
carry  lights  or  signals,  or  of  any  neglect  to  keep 
a proper  lookout,  or  of  the  neglect  of  any  precau 
tion  which  may  be  required  by  the  ordinary  prac 
tice  of  seamen,  or  by  the  special  circumstances  of 
the  ease. 

Approved  April  29,  1864. 

[PUBLIC  No.  57.] 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  collection  of  hospital 
dues  from  vessels  of  the  United  Stato9  sold  or 
transferred  in  foreign  ports  or  waters. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Douse  of  Repre 
sentatives  of  the  United  States  of  America  ins  Con- 
gress assembled,  That  in  case  of  the  sale  or  trans 
fer  of  any  vessel  of  the  United  States  in  a foreign 
port  or  water,  the  consul,  vice  consul,  commercial 
agont,  or  vice  commercial  agent  of  the  United 
States  within  whose  consulate  or  district  such  sale 
or  transfer  shall  have  been  made,  or  in  whose 
hands  tho  papers  of  such  vessel  shall  be,  bo  and 
be  is  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  collect  of 
the  master  or  agent  of  such  vossel,  all  moneys 
that  shall  have  become  due  to  tho  United  States 
under  and  by  virtuo  of  the  act  entitled  “An  act 
for  the  relief  of  sick  and  disabled  seamen,”  ap 
proved  July  sixteenth,  seventeen  hundred  and 
ninety  eight,  and  shall  remain  unpaid  at  the  time 
of  such  sale  or  transfer;  and  that  the  said  consul, 
vice  consul,  commercial  agent,  or  vice  commercial 
agent,  (as  the  case  may  be,)  be  and  he  is  hereby 
instructed  and  required  to  retain  possession  of  the 
papers  of  such  vessel  until  such  money  shall  havo 
been  paid  as  herein  provided;  and  in  default  of 
which  such  sale  or  transfer  shall  bo  void,  except- 
ing as  against  the  vendor:  Provided , That  this 
act  shall  not  take  effect  until  the  expiration  of 
sixty  days  from  and  after  its  passage. 

Approvod  April  29,  1864. 

[PUBLIC— NO.  58.] 

AN  ACT  to  increase  the  compensation  of  inspec- 
tors of  customs  in  certain  ports. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives of  the  United  States  of  America  in 
Congress  assembled,  That  the  Secretary  of  tho 
Treasury  be  and  he  hereby  is  authorized  to  increase 
the  compensation  ol  inspectors  of  customs  in  suck 
ports  as  he  may  think  it  advisable  so  to  do,  and 
may  designate,  by  adding  to  the  present  compen- 
sation of  said  officers  a sum  not  exceeding  ono  dol- 
lar per  day;  But  the  increase  hereby  authorized 
shall  not  extend  beyond  July  fint,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  sixty  fivo. 

Approved  April  29,  1864. 

[PUBLIC— No.  59.] 

AN  ACT  in  reference  to  donation  claims  in  Ore- 
gon and  Washington. 

Bs  it  enacted  by  the  Semite  and  Douse  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Con 
press  assembled,  That  whenever  it  shall  appear 
ihat  two  donation  settlers  in  the  State  of  Oregon 
or  Washington  Territory  shall  hold  their  conter- 
minous improvements  in  such  a manner  as  may 
require  a half  quarter  section  to  be  divided  into 
two  equal  parts  by  a lino  north  and  south  or  east  and 
west,  it  hh&ll  and  may  bo  lawful  lor  the  Coimnis 
sioner  of  the  General  Land  Office  to  issue  patents 
recognising  for  each  claimant  such  subdivisions; 
this  enactment  to  include  cases  existing  at  the 
date  of  this  act,  where  the  claim  may  be  proved 
and  established  according  to  law. 

Approved,  April  29,  1864. 

[PUBLIC— No.  60.] 

AN  ACT  for  the  relief  of  postmasters  who  have 
been  robbed  by  Confederate  forces  or  rebel  guer- 
illas. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Douse  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  United  Sta  es  of  America  in  Congress 
assembled,  That  in  all  oases  where  loyal  postmas - "** 
ters  have  been  robbod,  by  Confederate  forces  or 
rebel  guerrillas,  of  post  office  stamps,  stamped  en- 
velopes, or  of  money  received  and  collected  for, 
belonging  to,  and  held  for  the  Government  of  tho 
United  States,  and  where  such  robbory  ha3  not 
been  caused  by  tho  default  or  negligence  of  the 
postmaster,  tho  Postmaster  General  shall  be  and 
be  is  hereby  authorized  to  credit  such  postmaster, 
in  the  settlement  of  his  accounts,  with  the  amount 
of  which  he  may  have  been  so  robbed.  And  in 
cases  where  no  such  credit  has  been  allowed,  and 
the  poatmaster  has  been  required  toj  and  has  ac 
counted  for  and  paid  over  to  the  Post  Office  De- 
partment the  sum  or  sums  of  which  he  may  have 
been  so  robbed,  as  aforesaid,  the  Postmaster  Gen 
eral  is  authorized  to  refund  the  same  to  9ueh  post- 
master.

[PUBLIC  RESOLUTION— No.  — .] 

JOINT  RESOLUTION  to  increase  temporarily 
the  duties  on  imports. 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  Douse  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress 
assembled,  That  until  the  end  of  sixty  days  from 
the  passage  of  this  resolution  fifty  percent,  of  the 
rates  of  duties  and  imposts  now  imposed  by  law 
on  all  goods,  wares,  merchandise,  and  articles  im- 
ported, shall  be  added  to  the  present  duties  and 
imposts  now  charged  on  the  importation  of  snob 
articles:  Provided , That  printing  paper  unsized, 
U9ed  for  books  and  newspapers  exclusively,  shall 
bo  exempt  from  the  operation  ofthis  rtf  j1u tion. 
Approved  April  29,  1864.

I recommend  that  all  patriots  at  their 
homes,  in  their  places  of  public  worship, 
and  wherever  they  may  be,  unite  in  com- 
mon thanksgiving  and  praise  to  Almiohtt 
God  ABRAHAM  LINCOLN. 

There  isa  rumor  thatOen.  Sherman's 
forces  took  possession  of  Dalton,  Georgia, 
on  Saturday.  There  is  mi  late  direct  news 
from  his  army. 

SVe  learn  that  Muntord  Veach,  and 
1 Banta,  of  Henry  county,  and  — Maddox 
of  Shelby,  and  W IT.  Sharp,  Clifton  Ken- 
nedy, and  Alfred  Alburton,  of  Mercer,  have 
been  arrested  for  harboring  rebel  guerrillas, 
and  bound  over  to  answer  before  the  United 
States  Circuit  Court. 

8®*  A telegram  from  Cairo  states  that 
contraband  goods,  valued  at  $50,000,  con- 
sisting of  munitions  of  war^ were  captured 
at  Goose  Island,  Ohio  River,  seventeen  miles 
above  there,  May  8th.  The  goods  were  con- 
signed to  the  parties  on  the  island,  and  had 
been  purchased  of  Homer,  Rex  & Tracy,  of 
St.  Louis  Three  of  the  party  were  arrested, 
two  of  whom  escaped  that  night 

tffcjy*  A telegram  from  Washington}  con- 
tains a synopsis  of  the  results  of  the  exam- 
ination of  released  prisoners  at  Annapolis 
by  the  Committee  on  the  Conduct  of  the 
War,  in  relation  to  the  management  of  the 
Union  prisoners  at  Richmond  The  details 
are  sickening,  and  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Committee  show  a deliberate  intention  on 
the  part  oi  the  rebel  authorities  to  incapac- 
itate our  captured  soldiers  for  future  service 
in  the  field,  by  starving  them  until  their 
constitutions  are  broken 

One  of  Colonel  Dahlgren'S  men  who  es- 
caped from  Richmond  writes  that  there 
were  Union  prisoners  in  the  Libby  Prison 
with  him  “who  actually  ate  horse  beef,  and 
even  dog,  and  were  glad  to  get  it;”  and  be 
adds:  “One  man  I saw  in  the  prison  before  I 
went  to  the  hospital  had  one  of  the  dog’s 
paws  that  he  ate  of  on  the  Island.  He  said 
that  he  was  going  to  keep  it  and  fetch  it  to 
our  lines  when  became  The  prisoners  on 
Belle  Island,  although  nearly  exhausted 
from  exposure  and  starvation,  were  detailed 
to  carry  wood  about  tbree-fourtbs  of  a mile. 
Some  of  them  were  so  weak  that  they  could 
hardly  get  around,  and  would  refuse  to  fetch 
wood.”

Union  Mass  Meeting  in  ca»pb«H  Cenaty. 

Editor  Frankfort  Commonwealth: 

There  was  a large  gathering  of  the  un- 
conditional Union  citizens  of  Newport  and 
Campbell  county,  at  the  Court  House  on 
Saturday  evening,  the  object  of  the  meeting 
being  to  appoint  delegates  to  the  Conventien 
which  assembles  in  Louisville  on  the  25th 
of  May,  which  is  to  appoint  delegates  to  the 
National  Convention  at  Baltimore.  JACOB 
HAWTHORN  presided.  The  Chair  having 
stated  the  object  of  the  meeting,  a commit- 
tee of  five,  consisting  of  Messrs.  E.  W.  Haw- 
king, Geo  P.  Webster,  Wm  Lape,  Thomas 
Jones  and  C.  H.  Horner,  was  appointed  to 
draft  resolutions  and  report  a list  of  delegates. 
The  committee  retired  and  after  consultation, 
reported  the  following,  which  was  unani- 
mously adopted  : 

Hen olved,  1 That  we  unite  with  the  Union 
citizens  and  soldiers  of  Kentucky,  in  their 
call  of  a Convention  which  is  to  assemble  at 
Louisville  on  the  25th  day  of  May  next,  for 
the  purpose  of  sending  delegates  to  the  Na- 
tional Union  Convention  at  Baltimore. 

2.  The  Hon.  James  Guthrie  and  his  asso- 
ciates, styling  themsel  ves  "the  majority  of  the 
Central  Committee  appointed  on  the  18th 
day  of  March,  1863,  by  the  Union  Conven- 
tion at  Louisville,"  bad  no  authority  confer- 
red on  them  by  that.body,  to  call  upon  Union 
men  to  act  with  the  “ Democratic  party  which 
is  to  assemble  at  Chicago  they  most  certain- 
ly had  none  to  call  upon  Union  men  to  goto 
a disunion  convention. 

3.  The  existing  rebellion  was  forced  upon 
the  country  by  the  disunionists  of  the  South, 
without  any  reasonable  cause,  months  before 
the  inauguration  of  Mr.  Lincoln  as  Presi- 
dent, and  for  all  its  sad  consequences  to  life 
and  property,  neither  be  nor  the  Union 
people  are  in  any  way  responsible.  If  the 
South  now  will  have  it  so, — will  prefer  war 
to  the  institution  of  slavery,  and  will  fight  on 
till  they  abolish  it,  Mr  Lincoln  can  well 
say  to  them, 

“Tbou  oantt  net  say  1 did  it ; — 

ih&ke  not  yoar  gory  locks  at  me." 

4.  The  present  war  having  been  inaugur- 
ated on  the  part  of  the  Government  in  self- 
defence,  and  for  the  preservation  of  the  na- 
tional existence,  by  the  legal  war-making 
powers  of  the  Constitution,  and  being  now 
carried  on  by  the  proper  authorities  under 
the  sanction  of  the  Supreme  departments  of 
the  Government,  becomes  conclusive  upon  the 
wholf  people  ; every  citizen  of  the  State  is 
bound  and  concluded  to  act  in  obedience  to 
this  supreme  law  and  in  concert  with  these 
authorities,  from  the  humblest  man  to  the 
Governor  inclusive ; and  aDy  attempt  to  actin 
conflict  with  these  under  the  pretext  of  obe- 
dience to  the  State  law,  or  State  officers,  or 
any  other  inferior  authority,  brings  the  par- 
tv  as  much  in  rebellion  as  if  acted  without 
the  semblance  of  any  law 

а.  The  rules  and  usages  of  war,  as  adopt- 
ed by  ike  civilized  nations  of  the  earth,  give 
to  the  authorities  of  the  United  States,  in 
the  present  exigency,  a clear  and  unquestion- 
ed right  to  bring  into  use  its  entire  power, 
all  the  wealth,  muscles  and  sinews  of  the 
nation,  all  its  property  and  people,  elaves  in- 
cluded, in  order  to  preserve  ite  nationality, 
its  unity  and  existence. 

б.  We  can  not  recognize  as  of  a political 
party,  men  who  under  any  pretext  whatever 
avow  themselves  for  a division  of  the  coun- 
try. They  are  outlaws,  evidently  on  the 
road  to  the  Southern  Confederacy,  and  are 
starting  by  the  roundabout  way  of  Chicago,  and 
on  the  4th  of  July  as  a blind. 

7.  We  are  now  as  always,  lor  the  earliest 
practicable  honorable  peace,  and  are,  there- 
fore, for  the  most  vigorous  prosecution  ot  the 
war,  and  therefore  against  any  division  of  the 
country,  which  would  be  but  the  beginning  ot 
interminable  war.  We  are  for  the  Union  to 
remain  undivided  and  indivisible  in  all  com- 
ing time.  Tbe  lakes,  and  the  gulf,  and  the 
oceans  are  plain,  beautiful  boundaries,  form- 
ed by  the  band  of  God,  and  by  His  blessing 
they  must  remain  so  forever. 

8 We  send  our  warmest  greeting  to  our 
brave  and  noble  boys  in  tbe  field — a eafs 
return,  a long  and  joyous  life,  glory  and  re- 
nown to  every  one  of  them. 

9.  For  their  bold  aDd  able,  firm  And  un- 
flinching stand  for  tbe  Union,  we  most  cor 
dially  indorse  our  Representative  in  Con 
gress,  the  Hon.  G.  Clay  Smith  ; our  State 
Senator,  R.  T.  Baker,  and  our  Representa- 
tives, J Hawthorn  and  C.  Campbell,  Esqs.

Tbe  adrancs  on  Richmond. 

Mondat,  May  9,  1864. 

Geu.  Sherman  is  advancing  toward  Atlan- 
ta, and  there  are  many  wild  reports  about 
fighting,  but  no  official  news  to  warfCnt 
them.  Thomas  at  last  accounts  was  atTun- 
o el  1 Hill,  and  the  rebels  at  Buzzard  Roost. 

The  Secretary  of  War  has  authorized  the 
following  despatches  to  be  published  : 

Washinston,  May  8—9  M. 

To  Major  Gen.  Dix,  New  York  : 

We  have  no  official  report  from  the  front, 
but  the  Medical  Director  has  notified  tbe 
Surgeon  General  that  our  wounded  were  be- 
ing sent  to  Washington  and  will  number 
from  6,000  to  8,000. 

The  Chief  Quartermaster  of  the  Army  of 
the  Potomac  has  made  requisition  for  seven 
days  grain  and  reconstruction  trains,  and 
states  that  the  enemy  is  reported  to  be  re- 
treating. This  indicates  Grant's  advance 
and  affords  on  inference  of  material  success 
on  our  part. 

The  enemy's  strength  has  always  been 
most  felt  in  their  first  blows,  and  their  hav- 
ing (ailed,  and  our  forces  not  only  having 
maintained  their  ground,  but  are  preparing 
to  advance,  leads  to  the  hope  of  a full  and 
complete  success,  for,  when  either  party  fails 
disorganization  by  straggling  and  desertion 
commences,  and  the  enemy’s  loss  in  killed 
and  wounded  must  weaken  their  Derves. 
Nothing  later  than  my  last  despatch  has 
beeD  received  from  Butler.  A despatch  from 
Sherman,  dated  5 o'clock  P.  M.,  yesterday, 
states  that  Gen.  Thomas  had  occupied  Tun- 
nel Hill;  where  he  expected  a battle,  and 
that  the  enemy  had  taken  position  in  Buz- 
zard Roost  Pass,  north  of  Dalton.  Skirmish- 
ing bad  taken  place,  bnt  no  real  fighting;  and 
nothing  later  from  Banks.  You  may  give  pub- 
licity to  the  enclosed  to  you,  as  you  deem 
proper.  It  is  designed  to  give  accurate  offi- 
cial statements  of  what  is  known  to  this 
department  in  this  crisis,  and  withhold  noth- 
ing from  the  public.

We  are  without  any  official  despatch  from 
the  Army  of  the  Potomac  except  those  re- 
ferred to  this  morning,  and  nothing  addi- 
tional has  been  received  by  ths  Department 
from  any  other  source.  It  is  believed  no 
fighting  took  place  yesterday 

A despatch  from  General  Butler,  just  re- 
ceived and  which  left  him  yesterday,  states 
that  a demonstration  had  been  made  by  his 
forces  on  the  railroad  between  Petersburg 
and  Richmond,  and  had  succeeded  in  des 
troying  a portion  so  as  to  break  connection. 
That  there  had  been  severe  fighting,  but  he 
had  succeeded.  He  had  it  from  the  rebels 
that  Hunter  was  dangerously  wounded,  and 
Picket  also.  Jones  and  Jenkins  were  killed. 
Nothing  bas  been  beard  from  Sherman.

Advices  to-day  leads  to  the  belief  that 
Gen.  Grant  bas  driven  the  enemy  at  all 
points,  and  has  achieved  a complete  victory. 
At  the  latest  date — Saturday  night — Han  - 
cock was  pushing  forward  rapidly  to  Spotu 
sylvania  Court  House. 

Geu.  Lee,  in  an  official  report  to  tbe  rebel 
authorities  at  Richmond,  of  Friday’s  opera- 
tions, state*  that  Longetreet  was  dangerously 
wounded;  also  Gens.  Pegram  and  Stafford  ; 
and  that  Geo.  Jenkins  is  killed. 

1 regret  to  have  to  announce  that,  on  our 
part,  Gen.  Wadsworth  has  been  killed, 
The  number  of  wounded  on  both  sides  is 
large;  but  a large  portion  are  slight  wounds, 
□o  artillery  having  been  used  on  either  aide. 
Tbe  condition  of  our  troops  is  reprssented  as 
admirable.  Their  cool,  determined  courage 
has  proved  an  overmatch  for  the  frenzied 
fury  of  the  rebels.

The  whole  Army  of  tbe  Potomac,  to  day, 
effected  tbe  passage  of  the  Rapidan.  Gen. 
Wilson's  cavalry  division  forded  tbe  river  at 
Germania  Ford,  and  Gen  Gregg's  division 
at  Ely’s  Ford,  eight  miles  below,  at  daybreak 
The  few  mounted  pickets  of  tbe  enemy  that 
were  watching  the  two  fords  scampered  off 
before  them.  Double  pontoon  bridges  were 
at  once  thrown  across  tbe  river,  and  the  in- 
fantry, that  had  marched  to  the  fords  during 
the  night,  commenced  crossing  over  at  about 
eight,  A.  M.  Gen  Hancock’s  corps  and  the 
Reserve  Artillery  crossed  at  Ely’s  Ford,  and 
Gen.  Warren's  at  Germania.  Sedgwick's 
corps  followed  the  latter.  The  passage  of 
the  river  continued  all  day,  at  both  points. 
All  the  troops  are  over  at  this  hour.  Tbe 
trains  will  cross  during  the  night  General 
Hancock  is  encamped  on  tbe  Chancellor- 
ville  battle  ground  Gen.  Warren  is  at  the 
Old  Wilderness  Tavern  and  General  Sedg- 
wick at  the  Tavern  at  the  Germania 
Ford.  Both  General  Grant's  and  General 
Meade's  headquarters  are  ai  this  point  for 
the  night. 

Not  a shot  was  fired  during  the  crossing. 
Immediately  after  reaching  tbe  south  bank, 
General  Wilson's  and  General  Gregg's  cav- 
alry pushed  forward,  the  former  to  Parker’s 
■tore,  and  the  latter  some  distance  beyond 
Chancellorville.  They  discovered  nothing 
of  the  enemy  but  weak  parties  of  cavalry, 
developing  the  fact  that  there  was  no  strong 
rebel  force  south  of  us.  About  a dozen 
priioners  were  taken  by  our  cavalry,  among 
whom  were  several  couriers  One  of  the 
latter  carried  a dispatch  from  Gen.  Rhodes 
to  General  Ewell,  informing  him  that  the 
Yankees  had  crossed  in  force,  at  Germania 
and  Ely’s  Fords.  There  is  absolutely  noth- 
ing known  of  tbe  movements  of  tbe  enemy 
at  bead-quarters  to  night.  It  is  supposed 
however,  that  Lee  is  concentrating,  and  that, 
we  will  meet  him  in  force  to-morrow.  Ef- 
fort* will  be  made,  at  all  events,  to  ascertain 
bis  whereabouts. 

The  army  will  be  pushed  south-westward- 
ly  to  tbe  open  country  beyond  the  Wilder- 
ness, provided  developments  in  regard  to  the 
enemy  do  not  necessitate  a change  of  this 
purpose  Tbe  movements  to-day,  were  made 
in  fine  order  and  with  creditable  precision. 
There  were  hardly  any  stragglers,  notwith 
standing  ihe  hard  work  during  the  night 
and  day  The  troops  are  full  of  epirit.  The 
most  auspicious  weather  favors  the  advance. 
General  Burnside's  command,  consisting  of 
four  divisions,  commanded  by  Generals  Por 
ter,  Farrer,  Wilson,  and  Crittenden  is  expect- 
ed to  come  up  with  the  army  to-morrow, 
(Thursday)  afternoon 

THE  BATTLE  OF  THURSDAY 

General  Grant’s  Hbadquabtsb*,  | 
Thursday,  May,  5,  8PM  j 

As  expected  last  night,  the  army  came  up 
with  the  enemy.  To-day  a battle  has  been 
fought  between  parts  ef  it  and  the  whole 


j rebel  army,  but,  aa  a Gettysburg,  the  bloody 
scenes  of  this  day  w re  only  a prelude  to 
the  bloodier  work,  end  it  is  to  be  hoped, 
more  auspicious  resu  taon  to-morrow.  Revc 
ille  was  sounded  at  3 o’clock,  A.  M.,  and  tbe 
whole  array  was  again  in  motion  at  day 
light,  according  to  tbe  order  of  the  day. 
General  Hancock's  corps  was  to  march  from 
Chancellorville,  south  westwardly  on  the 
Pamunky  Road,  to  Grove  Church  General 
Warren's  from  Old  Wilderness  Tavern,  to 
Parker's  Store,  on  the  Orange  Court  House 
Plank-road.  Sedgwick’s  corps  was  to  follow 
behind  Warreu's.  Gen.  Sheridan  was  to 
concentrate  the  whole  cavalry  corps  at 
Piney  Branch  Church  a few  miles  south  ot 
Chancellorville,  and,  start  on  a hunt  after 
Stuart's  cavalry,  the  main  body  of  which 
was  reported  to  be  concentrated. 

The  different  bodies  had  been  in  motion, 
but  a short  time,  when,  at  about  six  o'clock, 
reports  came  in  from  both  the  turnpike  and 
plank  road  (running  almost  parallel  from 
this  vicinity  to  Orange  Court  House,)  that 
tho  enemy  were  advancing  with  infantry  and 
artillery,  toward  us  from  near  Old  and  New 
Verdiesville.  The  evidence  accumulating 
in  the  course  of  the  next  two  hours,  was  that 
strong  rebel  columns  were  moving  upon  us 
from  the  direction  mentioned.  Gens.  Grant 
and  Meade  came  up  from  Germania  Ford, 
and  orders  were  issued  to  halt  the  various 
columns  of  infantry,  concentrate  and  form 
them  for  battle.  At  this  point,  commanding 
ridges,  running  from  the  northwest  to  tbe 
southeast,  across  both  roads  over  which  the 
enemy  were  advancing,  half  a mile  to  the 
west  of  this  point,  offered  a fine  position  for 
tbe  formation  of  a line  of  battle,  and  were 
selected  for  the  purpose.  Sedgwick  was  or 
dered  to  take  the  right,  Warren  the  center, 
and  Hancock  was  expected  to  come  up  with 
tbe  left.  Warren  and  Sedgwick  got  into 
line  about  11  o’clock,  and  soon  after  skir- 
mishing was  heard  on  the  front: 

About  noon  General  Warren  was  ordered 
to  push  Griffin's  division  forward  to  the  right 
and  left  of  the  turnpike,  and  ascertain  what 
the  enemy  were  about.  Bartlett's  brigade 
moved  up  to  the  left,  and  Ayers'  regulars  to 
the  right  of  the  road,  Switzer’s  following  in 
reserve  After  advancing  about  three  quar- 
ters of  a mile,  they  suddenly  found  them- 
selves confronted  by  a strong  rebel  force  in 
possession  of  a thickly  wooded  ridge  A 
severe  fight  ensued,  and  our  two  brigades 
held  their  ground  against  evidently  greater 
numbers,  for  nearly  an  hour;  but  the  enemy 
succeeded  in  over  lapping  Ayers’  regular 
brigade,  and  forcing  it  back,  threatening  the 
flank  of  Bartlett's,  which  being  exposed,  it 
was,  also,  soon  forced  back  for  some  distance. 
Two  pieces  of  the  3d  Massachusetts  Battery 
had  to  Deleft  behind,  in  consequence  of  the 
killing  of  nearly  all  of  the  horses,  and  fell 
into  the  hands  of  the  enemy.  Switzer's 
brigade  and  Wadsworth’s  of  Robertson’s  di- 
vision were  ordered  forward  and  relieved  the 
two  brigades.  The  enemy  soon  attacked 
them,  but  were  held  at  bay.  Brisk  musket- 
ry aod  artillery  firing  was  kept  up  for  an 
hour  longer,  when  the  enemy  drew  off.  from 
that  part  of  our  line. 

Our  loss  in  this  affair  was  quite  severe, 
Ayer's  and  Bartlett's  brigades  principally 
suffering.  No  definite  figures  can  now  be 
given,  but  tbe  total  will  probably  not  exceed 
six  hundred  in  killed,  wounded  and  missing 
Among  tbe  wounded  are  Gen.  Bartlett, 
slightly,  Colonel  Hayes,  18th  Massachusetts, 
slightly,  Colonel  Gwyn,  110th  Pennsylvania, 
Colonel  Gurney,  9th  Massachusetts,  Colonel 
Lombard,  4tti  Michigan  We  took  about 
three  hundred  prisoners.  Hancock's  corps 
had  been  ordered  to  turn  off  the  road;  he 
had  started  out  and  marched  over  a cross 
road  as  rapidly  as  possible  for  this  point,  to 
complete  our  line  of  battle.  About  three 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  after  tbe  fight  on 
the  center  bad  closed,  a movement  by  the 
enemy  was  discovered,  evidently  intended  to 
throw  a force  between  Hancock  and  the  re 
mainder  of  tbe  army.  Getty's  division  of 
Sedgwick's  corps,  was  ordered  at  once  to 
stay  this  dangerous  demonstration.  Han 
cock's  advance  division  arrived  just  in  time 
to  form  with  Gettyrto  the  left  and  right  of 
the  plank  road  leading  directly  from  Char- 
lotts ville  to  Orange  Court  House.  General 
Grant  ordered  them  to  attack  the  advancing 
enemy,  in  order  to  give  the  remaining  divis- 
ions of  Hancock  time  to  come  up,  and  they 
did  so,  and  became  at  once  heavily  engaged, 
in  woods  so  thick  that  it  was  almost  impos- 
sible to  advance  in  line. 

Biroey's  division  of  tbe  2d  Corps  soon 
came  up  and  quickly  formed  on  the  right  of 
Getty's;  Bartlett's,  and  Gibbons'  divisions 
formed  a second  line.  A;  they  came  up  the 
enemy,  in  vast  force,  pressed  energetically 
and  repeatedly  on  the  front,  and  there  was 
a most  furious  musketry  fight  for  nearly  two 
hours  The  heavy  timber  and  dense  under- 
growth rendered  the  use  of  artillery  impos 
sible,  and  only  a few  rounds  from  heavy 
pieces  were  fired  on  either  side  But,  as  to 
violence,  the  musketry  surpassed  everything 
in  the  history  of  the  Army  of  the  Potomac. 
Our  line  steadily  held  its  ground  until 
White's  corps  formed  , wlyen  nightfall  pre- 
vented an  advance  on  our  part  and  put  an 
end  to  the  fight  Wadsworth's  division  and 
a brigade  of  Robinson’s  division,  under 
command  ot  General  Robinson,  were  order 
ed  to  take  the  enemy  in  front  of  Hancock 
by  the  right  flank,  but  darkness  also  pre- 
vented the  full  execution  ot  this  operation. 

The  loss  on  our  left  will  probably  reach 
one  thousand,  including  General  Alex.  Hays, 
killed;  Colonels Corland  and  Tyler,  wounded. 
Hancock’s  men  behaved  most  admirably. 
The  5th  New  York  Cavalry,  ir.  advance,  on 
the  road  to  Parker’s  store,  was  attacked  by 
a superior  force,  in  the  morning,  and  fell 
back  with  considerable  loss.  Gen.  Sheridan 
sent  a message  to  General  Meade  in  the 
evening,  to  the  effect  that  be  had  met  a part 
of  Stuart's  cavalry  and  waa'driving  them  in 
•very  direction 

The  eveuts  of  the  Jay  may  be  summed  up 
as  follows : General  Lee  made  two  attacks  to 
cut  our  army  in  two,  both  on  the  right  and 
left,  by  getting  between  the  river  and  War 
ren's  and  Sedgwick’s  corps,  with  only  part 
of  Burnside's  across  on  the  one  side,  and  be- 
tween Hancock's  corps,  and  the  remainder 
of  the  army  on  ttie  other.  That  he  failed  in 
both  purposes  notwithstanding  his  two  well- 
conceived  attacks,  constitutes  a most  sub 
stantial  success  for  General  Grant.  Not  quite 
one  half  of  the  army  was  engaged  to-day. 
To-night  all  the  corps  are  fully  up,  and  Gen. 
Grant  has  at  hie  command  an  ample  force 
with  which  he  will  make  a general  attack 
upon  the  enemy  at  daylight  (Friday.)  There 
was  heavy  firing  on  .Sedgwick's  part  of  the 
line  after  dark,  but  it  was  of  short  duration 
It  is  understood  tnat  it  was  brought  about 
by  an  advance  on  our  side  to  clear  our  froDt.

-it  noon  to  day  our  skirmishers  advanced, 
and  found  that  the  enemy  had  retreated. 
Gen.  Grant  pushed  out  a strong  picket  forces 
on  all  the  avenues  leading  wesward.  and  at 
night  fall  resumed  his  original  plan  of  the 
campaign  General  Hancock’s  corps  is  be 
lieved  to  be  now  at  Spottsylvania  Couri 
House  The  country  may.uot  hear  trora  the 
victorious  Army  of  the  Potomac  again  for  a 


I week,  in  which  case  it  may  rest  assured  that 
all  is  going  well. 

The  battle  of  Friday,  is  pronounced  by  the 
I veterans  of  Gettysburg  to  have  surpassed 
, that  engagement  in  fury  and  the  valor  dis- 
played by  the  contestants  of  the  ground  on 
both  sidee.  Onr  men  frequently  charged  so 
: close  upon  the  rebels’  position,  that  their 
faces  and  clothes  were  torn  by  the  bram 
i bles.  In  their  |iosition  they  tired  through 
the  thickets,  fell  on  their  face  and  allowed 
j the  column  in  their  rear  to  fire  over  their 
bodies  Our  losses  are  estimated  by  the 
] Medical  Director  of  the  army  at  nearly 
| twelve  thousand,  as  follows,  from  1,100  to 
1,500  killed,  eight  thousand  wounded, 
j remainder  missing.  There  were  less  than 
I 300  straggler-i  from  the  whole  array. 

Tiie  men  to  day  are  in  enthusiastic  spirits 
and  ready  to  follow  their  leader  wherever  he 
| may  find  the  enemy  soonest. 

Gen.  Grant  has  taken  up  (he  bridges  in 
( his  rear.  We  have  taken  1,800  prisoners. 

The  7lh  Pennsylvania  Reserves  charged 
through  a dense  abattis,  and  being  unable 
to  get  back,  were  all,  except  sixty,  taken 
prisoners. 

During  the  whole  of  these  engagements 
Gen.  Sheridan,  with  his  cavalry  corps,  has 
patrolled  the  country  south  and  east  ol  Chan- 
cellorville, having  frequent  engagements  with 
the  enemy's  cavalry,  and  ha9  been  perfectly 
successful  in  protecting  our  extreme  left  and 
rear  from  attack.  He  lost  about  600  men 

The  order  to  remove  tbe  wounded  to  Wash- 
ington has  been  countermanded  An  un- 
usually large  proportion  of  them  are  slightly 
wounded.  Ample  arrangements  have  been 
made  ro  take  care  of  all  tbe  wounded  near 
tbe  late  battle  field 

The  dead  body  of  the  rebel  General  Jones 
was  found  on  the  field 

May  10. — Of  die  fighting  on  Friday  we 
have  the  annexed  account  in  the  despatches 
to  the  Associate  Press  : 

The  dav  closed  upon  a terribly  hard 
fought  field,  and  the  Anhy  of  the  Potomac 
has  added  another  to  Us  list  of  murderous 
conflicts.  Lee's  tactics,  so  energetically  em 
ployed  at  Chancellorville  and  Gettysburg  of 
throwing  bis  whole  army  first  upon  one  thing 
and  then  upon  another,  has  again  been 
brought  to  bear,  but  I rejoice  that  the  Army 
of  the  Potoinac  lias  repulsed  the  tremen 
dous  onslaught,  and  stands  to-night  idly 
in  the  position  it  assumed  this  morning. 

The  attack  wa9  made  upon  Hancock's 
corps,  upon  the  right,  somewhat  weakened 
in  numbers  by  tbe  battle  of  Thursday.  But 
the  iron  old  2d  corps  nobly  stood  its  ground. 
Then  the  enemy  hurled  battalions  upon 
Sedgwick,  and  once  or  twice  gained  tempora- 
ry advantage,  but  the  old  veterans  were 
nobly  rallied,  and  repulsed  the  rebels  with 
fearful  slaughter. 

About  half  past  tour  Friday  evening  he 
made  a feint  upon  the  whole  line,  then  sud- 
denly fell  with  his  whole  force  upon  Sedg- 
wick, driving  him  back  temporarily,  but  the 
advantage  was  soon  regained,  and  tbe  rebels 
were  hurled  back  wilh  great  loss.  Night 
now  came  on  and  it  is  believed  at  headquar- 
ters at  this  hour  that  Lee  has  withdrawn 
from  our  front,  although  the  nature  of  the 
ground  has  been  of  a terrible  character,  most 
of  it  being  so  thichly  wooded  as  to  render 
movements  all  but  impossible  and  to  conceal 
entirely  tbe  operations  of  tbe  enemy,  yet  lie 
bas  been  signally  repulsed  in  all  his  attacks, 
and  nothing  but  ihe  nature  of  the  field  has 
prevented  it  from  being  a crushin  g defeat. 
The  loss  on  both  sides  lias  been  very  heavy. 

The  Secretary  of  War,  at  4 o'clock,  P.  M., 
of  May  9,  sent  out  the  following. 

Despatches  have  reached  here  direct  from 
Gen.  GranL  They  the  are  uo'  fully  deciph- 
ered yet,  out  he  is  on  to  Richmond.  We 
have  taken  2,000  prisoners. 

A bearer  of  despatches  from  Meade's 
headquarters  has  just  reached  here  He 
states  that  Lee's  army  commenced  falling 
back  on  Friday  night.  Our  army  commen- 
ced pursuit  on  Saturday.  The  rebels  were 
in  full  retreat  for  Richmond  on  the  direct 
road  Hancock  passed  through  Spottsyl  van 
ia  at  daylight  yesterday.  Our  headquarters 
at  noon  yesterday  were  20  miles  south  of  the 
battlefield.  We  occupy  Fredericksburg,  and 
a depot  for  our  wouoded  is  established  there. 

The  Washington  Republican,  on  the  even- 
ing of  the  9th  issued  extra,  from  which  we 
take  the  following  paragraphs: 

There  is  reason  to  believe  from  ihe  des- 
patches already  received  since  our  first  extra 
to  day  that  Lee  was  forced  to  fight  at  Spott- 
sylvania  on  Sunday,  and  was  again  repulsed, 
anJ  compelled  to  retreat.  Another  state- 
tiieni  is  that  Ger,  Grant  had  flanked  him, 
and  got  between  the  rebel  army  and  Rich- 
mond 

Lee's  report  of  the  battle  of  Thursday 
last,  published  in  the  Richmond  papers,  has 
been  telegraphed  to  ibis  city  by  Gen.  Butler. 
Lee  says  that  Gen  Grant  attacked  him, 
which  contradicts  the  report  received  here 
that  Lee  made  ihe  attack  upon  our  army  — 
Lee  employs  this  language:  “Thank  God, 
we  have  repulsed  the  enemy."  He  states 
that  Longstreet  is  badly  wounded  He  says 
nothing  in  his  report  about  the  fight  of  Fri- 
day 

Despaiches  show  that  Gen.  Butler  i9  still 
bolding  the  line  of  railroad  between  Peters- 
burg and  Richmond,  preventing  Beauregard 
from  reinforcing  hee. 

An  extra  Irom  the  Washington  Star  office, 
contains  a list  of  the  Federal  officers  killed 
and  wounded,  from  which  we  learn  Gens. 
Alex  Hays  and  Wadsworth  were  killed,  and 
Gen.  Webb  wounded. 

From  Arkansas. — One  account  from  Ar 
katisas  slates  that  Gen.  Steele  is  still  at 
Camden,  and  that  all  reports  of  bis  return 
to  Little  Rock,  are  uutrue 

Another  account  states  that  he  has  return- 
ed to  Little  Rock  ; that  the  rebel  Price  en- 
deavored to  keep  him  at  Camden,  while  he 
sent  Marraaduke  to  capture  Little  Rock  ; 
but  that  Steele  cut  his  wav  through  Price's 
army,  whipping  him  badly  at  Sabine  Pass, 
and  getting  to  Little  Rock  just  as  Marina 
duke  commenced  shelling  the  city;  and  that 
his  advance  forces  had  assailed  the  rebels  so 
impetuously  ilia"  they  fled,  that  Steele  had 
lost  his  wagon  (rain  of  one  hundred  and 
eighty  wagons;  and  a boat  with  some  foriy 
tuns  of  ammunition  had  been  sunk  in  the 
river  by  colliding  with  another  boat.

necessary  lie  ia  further  ordered  : upon 
the  application  of  any  Provost  Marshal, 
.Sheriff,  or  other  civil  officer,  to  order  out 
so  much  ol  his  command  as  may  be  necesi 
sary,  and  to  aid  and  assist  such  officers  in 
making  any  arrests,  or  in  the  execution  of 
any  other  duty  which  may  devolve  upon 
them  by  law,  requiring  such  assistance. 

1 1.  Any  officer  or  member  of  the  Enrolled 
Militia,  who  shall  tail  or  refuss  to  lurn  out 
for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  this  order, 
when  ordered  so  to  do  by  his  proper  officer, 
or  having  turned  out,  shall  disobey  any  law

arrangements  might  be  made,  whereby  he 
could,  in  the  event  it  became  necessary,  have 
the  assistance  of  the  Enrolled  Militia  in  the 
Eastern  portion  of  the  Slate.  Authority  was 
immediately  given  to  call  out  the  68th  regi- 
ment Enrolled  Militia,  of  Lawrence  county, 
one  of  the  first  organized  in  the  State. 

On  the  7th  instant,  the  enemy  haring 
invaded  Pike  county,  a call  was  made  on 
that  Regiment,  Col.  Trios.  McKiNt-TEii  com- 
manding, the  response  to  which  was  both 
prompt  and  cheerful  On  the  13th  the  enemy 
attacked  our  forces  and  were  repulsed.  On 
the  14th,  Col.  Gallup  surprised  them  in 
camp  at  Half  Mountain-,  and.  after  an  en 
gagement  of  several  hours,  was  completely 
victorious,  capturing  a number  of  prisoners, 
horses  and  equipments,  and  300  bland  of 
arms, — all  of  which.  Col.  Gallup,  in  his 
report  says,  could  not  have  been  accomplish 
cd  without  the  assistance  of  the  Militia 
1 can  not  commend,  in  terms  toe  high, 
the  energy,  bravery,  and  patriotism  of  tbe 
officers  and  men  of  the  68th  Regiment,  the 
assistance  they  rendered  in  defending  the 
State  by  their  prompt  action,  enabled  the 
authorities  to  strike  a blow  that  will  long  be 
remembered  by  Hodge’s  brigade.

Iluildiug  a Scaffold  to  break  tbelr  Fall  ; 

The  enthusiastic  response  by  the  Union 
masses  of  the  Slate,  to  the  call  for  a Union 
Convention,  in  repudiation  of  the  call  of 
“the  majority  of  the  Central  Committee  of 
the  Democratic  Union  Convention  of  March, 
1863,"  for  a convention  avowedly  to  transfer 
the  Union  party  of  Kentucky  into  coalition 
with  the  treasonable  organization  of  Fer 
nando  and  Ben  Wood,  Vallandioham.

This  call  is  made  that  an  end 
may  be  pat  to  the  pending  war  during  this  sum- 
mer, and  the  full  find  us  enjoying  all  Lbo  bless- 
ings of  peace.  You  are  urgently  requested  to  tako 
this  matter  in  hand  at  once,  and  raise  a battal- 
ion, or  if  not  a battalion,  at  least  a company  from 
your  Regimeutal  District,  and  report  with  them 
to  the  nearest  point  of  rendezvous.  The  limited 
time  allowed  requires  that  we  should  commence 
Work  immediately  aud  work  io  earnest.  Having 
been  honored  by  the  strongest  recommendaions 
from  yourcountry,  and  through  the  trust  thereby 
imposed  in  you  been  commissioned  by  bis  Excel- 
lency the  Governor  to  an  important  military  com- 
mand, we  are  entitled  to  call  upon  and  demand 
your  earnest  efforts  to  raise  the  men  required  in 
this  call.

The  attention  of  county  court  clerks,  assessors, 
and  all  others  interested,  is  called  to  the  .subjoin- 
ed opinion  of  Gen.  John  M.  Harlan,  Attorney 
General  of  the  State.  I find  in  many  of  the  coun- 
ties that  the  civil  officers,  either  through  igno/unce 
of  the  law  or  negligence,  have  failed  to  collect 
the  taxes  and  fines  due  from  the  militia,  and  pay 
the  same  into  tho  State  Treasury. 

As  it  is  the  determination  to  enforce  the  provis- 
ions of  the  law,  and  render  the  militia  of  the 
State  effective,  all  delinquences  will  be  rigidly  in- 
vestigated, and  the  parties  tailing  in  the  perform- 
ance of  duty  will  be  promply  proceeded  against  io 
the  Fiscal  Court  at  Fraukfort,  or  other  court  of 
proper  jurisdiction.

Si*:  In  response  to  questions  propounded  by 
you,  involving  a construction  of  various  provis- 
ions of  the  “State  Guard  law,''  I have  to  say — 

1.  It  is  the  duty  of  assessors  to  prepare  a list, 
annually,  of  all  persons  liable  to  be  enrolled,  liv- 
ing within  their  respective  limits;  and  it  is  their 
duty  to  place  a roll  of  all  such  names  in  the  hands 
of  the  clerk  of  the  county  in  wbich  such  persons 
live,  before  the  first  day  of  June  of  each  year. 

2.  The  law  provides  forthe election  of  regimen- 
tal, battalion,  and  company  officers  at  certain 
times  and  places,  and  in  a prescribed  manner.  It 
also  provides  for  regimental,  battalion,  and  com- 
pany drills  and  musters  at  stated  times. 

3.  It  is  the  duty  of  each  company  comminder, 
within  ten  days  after  each  muster  or  drill,  to  leave 
with  the  elerk  of  the  couuty  court  a list  of  th«* 
names  of  all  members  of  their  respective  com- 
panies who  shall  have  attended  said  muster  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  requirements  of  the  law.  Oo 
every  member  of  the  enrolled  militia  not  thu*  re 
turned,  “there  shall  be  assessed,  in  lieu  of  the 
military  service  which  he  owes  to  the  State,  the 
sum  of  fifteen  cents  for  each  muster  or  drill  which 
such  person  has  not  attended,  properly  urmed  and 
equipped;  and  the  aggregate  of  such  sums  due 
from  each  person  shall  be  collected  from  such  per- 
sons in  the  ye«r  next  ensuing  after  their  failure 
thus  to  attend  such  musters,  in  the  Fame  manner, 
and  by  the  same  means,  as  are  provided  tor  col- 
lecting the  county  levy.'' 

4.  If  commandants  of  companies  do  not  retnrn 
any  persons  as  having  been  present  at  the  pre- 
scribed musters  and  dril*,  tbe  officers  charged 
with  the  collection  of  the  county  levy  should  pre- 
sume that  none  of  the  enrolled  militia  were  pres- 
ent, and  therefore  assess  and  collect  tbe  fine  of  fif 
teen  cents  from  every  member  of  the  enrolled  militia 
in  the  county  where  such  default * occur.  Tho  like 
presumption  should  be  indulged  and  acted  upon 
where  the  people  in  any  county  have  failed  to  at- 
tend and  elect  officers  of  the  enrolled  militia.  If 
the  failure  of  the  enrolled  militia  to  elect  their 
officers  is  permitted  to  relievo  them  from  tho  as- 
sessment of  fifteen  cents,  in  lieu  of  military  ser- 
vice, the  manifest  object  of  the  LegL-l  iture  in  or- 
ganizing tbe  militia  would  be  defeated. 

6.  If,  however,  assessors  fail  to  make  and  re- 
turn a list  of  the  enrolled  militia  to  tho  office  of 
the  county  clerks  in  due  time,  there  can  be  no  as 
sessment  and  collecton  of  the  fine  of  fifteen  cents, 
because  the  oivil  officers  would  have  no  basis  upon 
which  to  aot  or  determine  who  constituted  theeo 
rolled  militia.  The  remedy,  in  such  cases,  is 
against  the  delinquent  assessor,  who  may  be  fined 
not  less  than  $20  nor  more  than  $300  fur  every 
neglect  of  duty  under  the  State  Guard  law. 

6.  Judges  of  elections  for  officers  to  command 
battalions  and  companies  may  bo  appointed  by 
the  senior  officer  of  the  regimental  district,  or  in 
such  other  manner  as  the  Governor,  through  the 
Inspector  General,  may  prescribe.

Canistus,  Esq.,  very  interesting  statements 
relative  to  the  invention  of  Dr  Auer,  who 
has  patented  his  process  in  this  country  as 
well  as  in  Europe,  and  of  which  we  have 
written  previously.  We  have  seen  in  the  of- 
fice of  the  Commissioner  samples  of  this 
maize  linen,  very  compact,  strong  and  heavy, 
a great  improvement  upon  the  specimens  re 
eeived  last  year 

The  corn  fibre  is  uot  intended  for  fine  lin- 
ens, but  answers  an  excellent  purpose  for 
common.  It  is  now  made  at  a profit,  the 
statement  of  the  imperial  mills  showing  a 
profit  of  105,200  florins  in  a gross  receipt  of 
372,000  florins,  a profit  of  nearly  thirty  per 
cent.  This  does  not  include  the  cost  of  fac- 
tory, however. 

From  maize  husks  are  now  made  yarn,  pa- 
per studs,  “flour  dough,”  linen,  drilling,  oil 
cloth,  fire  buckets,  &c  ; also,  letter  envelopes, 
flower  papers,  cigaretto  papers,  photographic 
and  parchment  papers.  Common  paper  from 
husks  is  already  as  cheap  in  Vienna  as  that 
Irom  rags.  Specimens  of  tracing  and  draw- 
ing papers  are  claimed  to  be  superior  to  any 
other  kind.  Fine  fancy  and  colored  papers 
are  made  with  an  admixture  of  husk  fibre  and 
rags

Mixbrai,  Curiosity.  — Tho  Skowhegan 
(Me.)  Clairon  has  in  its  office  two  pieces  of 
slate  stone,  which  were  taken  from  the 
Brownville  slate  quarry  in  Piscataquis  coun- 
ty, each  of  which  has  upon  it  a landscape 
scene.  On  one  there  is  simply  a representa- 
tion of  trees,  but  upon  the  other  there  is  a 
river,  with  a bluff  or  point  of  land  making 
down  to  the  water,  while  the  point  is  cover- 
ed with  a dense  growth  of  trees,  and,  what 
is  more  singular,  they  are  reflected  in  a re- 
verse position  in  the  water.  These  speci 
mens  were  taken  out  one  hundred  feet  below 
the  surface  of  the  ground.  A large  number 
of  similar  stones  have  been  found  in  this 
quarry.
